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Watergate 
Hearings Due 
To Resume

WASHINGTON <AP> - Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr. says he plans 
to resume the Senate Water­ 
gate hearings Tuesday despite 
special 
prosecutor 
Archibald 
Cox’s request that the televised 
sessions 
be 
delayed 
several 
weeks. 
The North Carolina Democrat 
who heads the Senate Water­ 
gate committee told a news 
conference in Boston Sunday 
that Cox had asked him to post­ 
pone further hearings until in­ 
dictments have been returned. 
Ervin said that could mean a 
two-to four-month delay but it 
won’t happen “ if it’s up to 


me.” 
“The Justice Department has 
had this case for almost a 
year,” 
Ervin observed. 
“The 
American people have a right 
to get to the bottom of this.” 
The panel is set to resume 
the hearings with Sally Harmo­ 
ny as the first of five former 
Nixon, campaign workers to be 
questioned this week. Mrs. Har­ 
mony, who was a secretary to 
convicted conspirator G. Gor­ 
don Liddy, probably will be fol­ 
lowed by Robert Riesner, lid- 
dy, 
ex-campaign 
committee 
treasurer Hugh W. Sloan and 
former 
commerce 
secretary 
and. 
campaign 
finance 
chief 
Maurice 
Stans, 
committee 
sources report. 
Meanwhile, 
Democratic Na­ 
tional 
Chairman 
Robert 
S. 
Strauss confirmed an Associ­ 
ated Press report that his Dal­ 
las, Tex., home was broken into 
and 
ransacked 
three 
weeks 
after 
the Watergate break-in 
last year. Nothing was stolen, 
he said, but he believes the 
b u r g l a r s apparently were 
searching for party financial 
records. 
Strauss was party treasurer 
at the time, and Watergate bur­ 
glar Bernard L. Barker has tes­ 
tified his men were looking for 
Democratic 
financial 
records 
when they were caught inside 
party headquarters at the Wa­ 
tergate complex last June 17. 
Barker said they found none. 
Columnist Jack Anderson re­ 
ported 
today 
that

girls 
were recruited ‘to wheedle po­ 
litical secrets’ from Democrats 
at 
their 
Miami 
Beach 
con- 
ventio nlast year. But investi­ 
gators '“have been unable to de­ 
termine whether they were ac­ 
tually used,” Anderson wrote. 
Jam es W. McCord Jr. one of 
the Watergate burglars, inter­ 
viewed 
Sunday 
on 
the 
CBS 
broadcast “ Face the Nation,” 
said he is convinced that Presi­ 
dent Nixon “ set in 'motion the 
Watergate operation and follow­ 
ed through on it.” 
But the former CIA and re- 
election campaign security offi­ 
cer admitted, he had no direct 
evidence linking Nixon to the 
break-in. 
McCord said his conclusions 
are based on hearsay and his 
knowledge of how 'the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-election of the 
President operated. 
Nixon has denied any prior 
knowledge of the incident or 
any effort to cover up high-lev­ 
el involvement in it.

The Sheriff’s department was 
swamped with phone calls from 
across

14 Killed, 29 Injured In Crash 
Of Soviet Supersonic Airliner

viet supersonic airliner today 
trying to learn why the pride of 
Russia’s civilian air Beet crash­ 
ed.

The dead in­ 
cluded two Russian pilots and 
four other crew members, the 
only ones aboard the stream­ 
lined plane.

airliner since the Sovets began 
their program in th e mid-1960s. 
The plane has a maximum 
cruising speed of 1,550 mies an 
hour — 2.35 times the speed of 
found.

Witnesses saw the Russian 
plane make a low level, subson­

Individual pride in a Job well done is a 
E 
ersonal trait that, unfortunately, has 
een dismissed as “square” by millions 
of clock-watchers primarily interested in 
those ever-recurring three and four-day 
weekends. 
However, shoddy workmanship may 
provide its own cure. After all, the peo­ 
ple of the country who produce inferior 
goods must end up by living with those 
goods — cars, appliances, homes and all 
the luxuries and necessities with which 
we have surrounded ourselves. 
A feature story in a large newspaper 
recently told how homeowners are “out­ 
raged” by defects in their new houses. 
The gripes run the gamut from faulty 
wiring and windows that won’t close to 
leaky roofs and heating systems that 
won’t heat. 
Builders place part of the blame on a 
shortage of skilled tradesmen; some also 
blame the difficulty of maintaining tight 
control over the assembly process. The 
quality of new housing, according to the 
story, is drawing the attention of the 
consumer advocates. For example, ac­ 
cording to the story, Ralph Nader has 
predicted that, largely because of con­ 
cern over workmanship, “the housing is­ 
sue is going to be in the ’70s what the 
auto issue was in the ’60s . . .” 
It is doubtful if all the policing on 
earth can restore quality where the will 
to build quality is lacking. The desire to 
do a good job is, in the final analysis, up 
to the individual. The trouble with the 
welfare state philosophy that has be­ 
come so pervasive is that the emphasis 
is on equality without regard to merit. 
Nature long ago decreed that although 
men are created equal, some have greater 
ability than others. In the welter of a 
welfare state, the incompetent get a free 
ride on the coattails of the competent, 
and everyone suffers.

for 
probable 
cause. 
Concerned over the high in­ 
crease 
in 
crime, 
Americans 
have indicated a willingness to 
forgo the entire Bill of Rights 
to combat unlawfulness. Airline 
hi*jacking 'became the rage and, 
strenuous 
search 
procedures 
were 
instituted 
tor 
those 
desiring to fly." In the first 22 
m o n t h s 
of 
anti hijacking 
measures at U. S. 
airposts, 
some 
6,000 
travelers 
were 
arrested. Less than 20 per cent 
were for carrying a, weapon, 
making a hi jack threat which 
would not be disclosed by the 
search, 
or 
even 
anything 
remotely linked to the hijacking 
problem. 
Over 2,000 of the arrests or 
one-third were for posession of

Indiana is launching one of

The latter group was formed 
to keep alive last year’s find­ 
ings and recommendations of a 
special commission — created 
by Congress at President Nix­ 
on’s request — that studied 
America’s population problems. 
The way Downs sees it, an. 
educational TV series about sex 
and emotion would be of great 
help in carrying out the task of 
the citizens’ committee, formed 
by John D. Rockfeller III. 
“In aU honesty, I think the 
print media has been more for­ 
thright 
about 
these 
issue's,” 
Downs said. “It’s true that tele­ 
vision has displayed some real 
courage 
in 
areas 
of 
con­ 
troversy. 
“But .in the area of human 
sexuality, it’s been strangely si­ 
lent, damn near completely si­ 
lent. I think this? is because sex­ 
uality is considered such a hot 
potato, which it needn’t be if 
honestly presented.” 
Downs, who declined to name 
the network with which he's 
discussing the proposed series, 
said he’d like the show to run 
five times a week. 
The topics could range from 
rape to the pros end cons of 
abortion or federal funding for 
contraceptive research, he said. 


Each show would have guest 
experts and a “moderator who 
knows the difference between 
knowledge and opinion,” Downs 
said. 
He said were he directly in­ 
volved in. the show, he’d, prefer 
to produce it — not moderate it 
— but he would do whatever 
was necessary to make the 
show effective.

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—The

Dean III about the Watergate 
scandal but said logs detailing 
the time and place of such, ses­ 
sions w'ould not be provided to 
Justice Department or sena­ 
torial investigators.. 
Reports published during the 
weekend said Dean, fired a 
White House counsel April 30, 
has told prosecutors and Senate 
investigators that he had 30 to 
40 meetings with Nixon earlier 
this year. 
Deputy press secretary Ger­

HARRISON, N.Y. (AP) — A 
medical examiner says a note 
in French found near the body 
of Air Force Capt. Edward A. 
Brud.no, a former prisoner of 
war, translates roughly to “life 
was not worth living.” 
B ndno’s 
body 
was 
dis­ 
covered Sunday at the home of 
his wife’s parents, where he 
had been living since his return 
last February from more than 
seven years of confinement in 
North Vietnam. 
A psychiatrist from Newton, 
Mass., said he had. 'been, treat­ 
ing Brudno recently. 
Police called the death a sui­ 
cide. But -the Westchester Coun­ 
ty medical examiner’s office 
said it would not rule on the 
death 
until 
further 
medical 
tests were complete. 
However, Dr. Henry Ryan, 
the deputy chief medical exam­ 
iner, said, “ I know the police 
have told people it was a sui­ 
cide. They have reason to.” 
Ryan said Brudno had a plas­ 
tic bag over his head when Ms 
body was found on a bed. He 
said the bag “ wasn’t obstruct­ 
ive” and that more tests, in­ 
cluding examination for drugs, 
will be needed. 
The time of Brudno’s death 
was set at late Saturday night 
or early Sunday. 
Harrison police said Brudno, 
who would have been 33 today, 
had left a will dated May 22 
and nine sealed letters in addi­ 
tion to the note in French. 
Brudno married Deborah Gi- 
tenstein a few months before 
leaving for Vietnam in 1965. Po­ 
lice said she received the news 
of his death at his parents’ 
home in Quincy, Mass. 
She returned to her parents’ 
home Sunday.

fortify their lungs — vitamin 
E. 
A Duke University Medical 
Center researcher has turned up 
evidence that a vitamin E-rich 
diet can help protect the lungs 
from the effects of noxious air 
pollutants such as ozone and 
nitrogen dioxide. Dr. Daniel E. 
Menzel found that rats deprived, 
of Vitamin E in their diets for 
four weeks survived only eight 
days when placed, in an at­ 
mosphere with a concentration 
of one part per millions of ozone 
or nitrogen dioxide. Rats, given 
vitamin E-supplemented diet for 
four weeks lived twice as long, 
IS 'days, 
in the same con­ 
centration of pollutants.
